| Reform Bill Given Second Rea

“AUNT ZINA” 
OF CARDSTON 
PASSES AWAY 


Daughter of Brigham 
Young and Alberta 
Pioneer Dies 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 

CARDSTON, Feb, 4.——Mrs. Zina Y. 
Card, daughter of Brigham Young, 
Mormon, and an Alberta pioneer, 
passed away in the Latter Day 
Saints’ hospital in Salt Lake City, 
according to word reaching here, 

Mrs. “Sard was well-known in 
southern Alberta, as well as in Utah 
and Idaho, and the passing of “Aunt 
Zina,” as she was known by her many 
friends, will be keenly felt by +e 


admirers. 

It was in 1886 that President Wil- | 
liams, British born president of the | 
Mormon church, sent Charles 
Card with two companions, to select a 
place on British soil, where the church 
could found a settlement, Leaving 
the railway at Spokane, they travelled 
by pack horse into the Okanagan 
country, but the narrow valleys of the 
region did not appeal to men seeking 
farm lands. The advice of some old 
plainsmen to seek the buffalo grounds 
led them to travel from Kamloops to 
Calgary wher» they purchased a team 
and democrat and journeyed south- 
ward, 

They were not long in deciding 
that the magificent stretch of prairie 
was a land of promise. New as it 
was, they were not quite free to settle 
where they would. Though the coun- 
try of High River was not inviting, 
the land was held under long term 
leases, necessitating a choice else- 
where, This was the case also with 
the Cochrane country, but an open- 
ing was provided in the south by the 
forfeiture of a lease along Lees creek. 
The valley, the sheltering hills, the 
sultability of the land, the nearness of 
the mountains and timber, rendered 
their decision, 

With the faith of the age-old 
pioneer, they returned south to find 
volunteers for the venture. 
DAUGHTER OF BRIGHAM YOUNG 

Life for the most part, had been a 
checkered adventure for Mvp. Card. 
Born in Utah in 1850, the daughter 
of Brigham Young, who had pioneered 
the trails of that state, and “séttled 
there only three years before her 
birth, her girlhood days had known 
the privation and difficulty of new 
lands. Left a widow after her first 
marriage to Thomas Williams, she | 
had made her home in Provo, in. order | 
to provide education for her two | 
small boys. There she obtained, her | 
own higher education, fitting herself | 
to teaeh ? 

But she was to spend yet more years | 
on the frontier, In the early years 
after her marriage to Mr. Card, came 
the move to the foothill region of 
what was then included in that all- 
embracing geographical term, the 
North-West Territories, 

With them came some other fam- 
ilies (there were 12 in all), fired by 
the story told by those who came to 
spy out the land, but always the 
group looked to Mr. and Mrs, Card 
for inspiration and leadership. 

Mrs, Card’s passing takes one other 
of the adults of that early group that

In later years, Mrs, Card's greatest 
happiness was in the growth and de- 
velopment of the town and district 
she had played an important part in 
founding. 

From Salt Lake Clty, where her 
home has been for many years since 
the death of her husband, she made 
many visits to Alberta, In 1923 for 
the dedication of the Alberta temple, 
and in 1928, were the last occasions.

Material loss was expected to run 
into millions of pounds sterling. Sur- 
vivors of the disaster silently walked 
the forlorn streets of towns in the 
affected area. There was no panic. 
They seemed dazed. Many of them 
had lost everything, their homes, 
their businesses, and some their 
families. 

TAXIS BURIED 

Eye witnesses brought out tragic 
accounts of the quake, Whole rows 
of buildings in Napier collapsed, said 
8. Lewis, of Sydney. He told of one 
street in which the buildings on either 
side toppled simultaneously, burying 
a whole row of taxicabs and their 
drivers. 

Bluejackets patrolled the streets of 
the larger cities today, while doctors | 
and hurses, rushed from nearby cities, | 
sought to make the injured more com- 
fortable. 

The quake began shortly after 8 
a.m., yesterday. Public buildings, hos- 
pitals, stores, houses, crashed upon 
their unsuspecting occupants. A great | 
pall of dust and smoke soon spread 
like a huge blanket across the peace- 
ful countryide. 

Bluff Hill, near Napier, collapsed. 
carrying with it dozens of homes, Oi) 
tanks on the edge of the town ex- 
ploded with the roar of an artillery 
barrage. Pouring streams of fire 
through the eity’s streets, 

The bed of Hawkes Bay, Napier’s 
Harbor, was thrust up 18 feet and 
shipping was forced to move out. Men, 
women, children, ran for the safety of 
the shore or the open country. 

Hastings, 12 miles from Napier, suf- 
fered severely. 

Huge earth fissures appeared both 
in Hastings and Napier, some of them 
70 feet long. 

Besides the two larger cities, the 
towns of Wairoa, Waipikuroa and 
Waipawa werer razed the quake 
Few details came from m today.

WELLINGTON, N.Z., Feb, 4--Pre- 
liminary estimates of the death toll 
at Napier and Hastings Jumped to 400 
today when surveys of the damage 
caused by yesterday's earthquake and | 
fire had only begun.

“This ecnsideration would be at- 
tained by the formation of round- 
table conferences at which the unicn 
representatives in the district would

MOVE ON GOV'T 


Preparing for New Attack 
in Form of Censure 
Motion

LONDON, Feb, 4.—Rt. Hon, Stanley 
Baldwin, Conservative leader, unsha- 
ken by either Rt, Hon, Winston Chur- 
chill’s “declaration of independence” 
or by the renewed attacks of the Bea- 
verbrook forces, is preparing for an- 
other great onslaught upon the Labor 
government, This will take the form 
of a motion of censure on the admin- 
istration for its increasing public ex- 
penditures. 

Government defeat on this motion, 
however, is not expected, for the Lib- 
erals have their own motion demand- 
ing greater expenditures for the carry- 
ing out of works for relief of unem- 
ployment, and thus could not support 
the Conservative motion, 

The imperturbable Mr. Baldwin ap- 
pears undisturbed by the action of 
Mr. Churchill in waging his own cam- 
paign against the government's Indian 
policy. Apparently, the Conservative 


party leader and his erstwhile lieuten- 
ant are agreed on just one main issue, 
opposition to the Labor government. 
OPPOSES SCHEME 


But whereas Mr. Baldwin pledged 
the support of any future Conserva- 
tive government that he might lead to 
the work started by Premier Ramsay 
MacDonald at the London round table 
conference of India, Mr, Churchill 
| bitterly opposes the scheme of modi- 
fied self-government that has been 
evolved, and that is to be the subject 
of negotiations in India shortly. 

Political observers believe Mr, Bald- 
win could be little hurt even by the 
open defection of Churchill, The Con- 
servative party leader has become one 
of the best-liked figures in Great Bri- 
tain. His disinterestedness is ques- 
tioned only by those who say that no 
man could be quite so honest as Mr. 

Baldwin appears to be, and the 
weight of evidence is against them. 

The premiership came to Mr. Bajd- 
win in’ 1923 through the double coin- 
cidence of the death of Rt. Hon, Ar- 
thur Bonar Law and the fact that 
Lord Curzon, the logical successor, was 
in the House of Lords and the Con- 
servative chieftains considered that a 
prime minister with a seat in the 
House of Commons was necestary to 
cope with the growing strength of the 
Labor opposition,

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EDMONTON’S NEW PARK 

A good many residents of Edmonton 
are probably unaware that as a result of 
the relief work carried on a year ago a 
splendid new play ground and picnic 
ground was made available at the mouth 
of the White Mud creek, in the extreme 
south-west corner of the city. A new 
bridge has now been built across the creel, 
and a new route will thus be opened up to 
the city from the Rabbit Hill district. 

Money spent for that kind of relief 
work is not thrown away, but is invested 
in a permanent improvement of real value. 
The drive down to tiie White Mud is one 
of the finest in this vicinity, with the river 
valley in view most of the way; while the 
grounds themselves are admirable for pic- 
nic purposes, and that will become one of 
the most popular parks in the city as the 
attractions come to be better known. 


THE TRANS-CANADA HIGHWAY 


Plans were made at Winnipeg the 
other day for the celebration next Sep- 
tember of the linking up of the Ontario 
and Manitoba sections of the Trans-Can- 
ada highway. Construction, it is to be 
gathered, has proceeded to a point which 
makes certain that the prairies will be 
joined to the eastern provinces during the 
coming summer by a roadway traversing 
Canadian territory all the way. 

Nothing has yet been done toward 
connecting the highway systems of the 
prairie provinces in a division of the cross- 
Canada highway. The route that this 
great national highway will follow across 
Saskatchewan and Alberta has not yet 
been settled, or if settled has not been 
announced. It is time that information 
was forthcoming on that subject, and 
work started. 

With construction scheduled to be com- 
pleted half way across the Dominion next 
summer, it should be known by this time 
what route is to be followed to and 
through the mounta‘ns. Or is it the idea 
that when the Ontario section is linked up 
with the Manitoba section the trans-Can- 
ade highway will be considered to be an 
accomplished fact; on the ground that it 
will then be possible to travel by road from 
one end of the country to the other—be- 
tween rains? 


IS COUNCIL HELPLESS? 


Discussing the report of Senator Gries- 
bach on Monday evening, Mayor Douglas 
paid a tribute to the rank and file of the 
city’s police force, and expressed the view 
that proper administrating and officering 
is all the force requires to bring it up to 
the standard of efficiency. 

With this the aldermen generally 
seemed to be in agreement; and the con- 
clusioi is in line with the findings and the 
recommendations embodied in the report 
of the investigator. 

Wherefore council passed a resolution 
instructing the city commissioners to in- 
terview Premier Brownlee with a view to 
ascertaining on what terms the Alberta 
Provincial Police would take over the po- 
licing of the city. 

No fault is to be found with this ac- 
tion in itself; and it may be that the pro- 
vincial force could and would police the 
city to the satisfaction of the taxpayers. 
These are points which will be due for 
discussion if the interview leads to a defi- 
nite proposal that the policing be turned 
over to the provincial authorities. 

But what will immediately arouse the 
interest of the residents of the city is the 
inference thus given by the city council 
that it cannot itself establish and main- 
tain police efficiency. Confronted by a 
situation that demands the securing of 
officers capable of administering and di- 
recting the city’s force, and demands 
nothing more than that, council balks at 
the hurdle and sends the city commission- 
ers to see if the Provincial Government 
will not take the job off its hands. 

Just why cannot the city council dis- 
pense with incapable officers and replace 
them with men who can administer the 
police force efficiently? That question is 
more important than the question of 
whether the policing of the clty shall be 

_ turned over to the provincial force. 


SUPPOSE EVERYBODY DID IT! 

The leader of the Conservative group 
in the legislature suggests that the Gov- 
ernment should adopt a policy of “rigid 
economies” as its contribution to the gen- 
eral effort to stay the effects of depres- 
sion, prevent the spread of unemployment, 
keep business going, and induce an im- 


provement in economic and living condi- 
tions. Which policy of retrenchment he 
would introduce by a slashing of the sal- 
aries of civil servants. 

If that would be sound policy on the 
part of the Government it would be 
equally advisable on the part of employers 
of labor and of the general public. Apply- 
ing his prescription in this field, employ- 
ers everywhere should cut down the sal- 
aries of their employees, and people gen- 
erally should cut down their spending to 
the limit of absolute necessities. If rigid 
economy is the way out of the present 
economic impasse, then the sooner every- 
body gets busy applying that remedy the 
better. 

That Mr. Duggan would want that to 
happen, or supposes that conditions would 
be improved if it did happen, is not at all 
likely. The immediate consequences are 
too readily apparent. Business would sim- 
ply shrivel up if the buying power of the 
public were thus destroyed and withheld; 
hundreds of Edmonton store workers and 
other employees would find themselves on 
the street, factories would close and mer- 
cantile firms collapse. 


Parsimony on the part of the Govern- 


ment, reflected in the slashing of salaries, 
would react upon business in precisely the 
same way. The Government’s employees 
do not burn or hide the money that is paid 
to them. They spend it. In the spending 
they create work and wages for people 
who work in stores and factories and on 
farms. If the civil servants were obliged 
to stop spending, others would have to 
stop working and drawing wages, as the 
indirect and inevitable result. 

“Rigid economy” is of course the old 
standby that has been prescribed every 
time a depress‘on has struck the country. 
And it never yet cured a depression; nor 
ever had or could have any other effect 
than to make the ailment worse, prolong 
the misery and postpone recovery. It is 
time to try some other brand of medicine. 
What we are suffering from now is not 
too much spending but too little. And a 
government is better situated than a pri- 
vate firm or individual to maintain the 
buying power of its employees.

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Health and Diet Advice

MEAT FOR GHILDREN 


So many parents have @ mistaken idea that for 
some reason meat it not good for children. How 
often I have heard mothers say when they have 
brought their children to me for examination that 
they do not understand why their child is sick be- 
cause they almost never give him meat, 

Children usually like meat from early babyhood, 
but are constantly told by their parents that “Meat is 
not good for little boys and girls.” Perhaps, in some 
cases, where the family has a limited income, the 


mother thinks it is necessary to cut down expenses 
by not allowing the children to have meat which, of 
course is more expensive than mushes, bread and 
gravy, but I believe that the trouble usually comes 
from the mother having improper information on 
the subject, 

The growi: child needs protein food even more 
than the adult, and meat is one of the finest of all 
proteins. 

Thére are two principal types of children who will 
have enough trouble to be brought to the doctor for 
advice, One is the fat-faced child with the drooping 
mouth and phiegmatic disposition, This child usually 
has adenoids and enlarged tonsils, caused by using 
too much milk and carbohydrate foods, This is the 
digestive type, ard the child of this type is able to 
d.gest fats, sugars and starches, but develops various 
glandular troubles and becomes overweight from the 
very fact that he can so easiiy digest these kinds of 
foods. 

The other type of child is the thin faced one with 
poor digestion and subject to nervousness, liver 
troubles, bad breath and constipation, The fat-faced 
chiid should be given less of the fattening foods, and 
proteins such as meat, combined with greens, should 
be substituted. The thin faced child will always be 
able to digest meat and other proteins better than 
jats and carbohydrates and under a bigh protein diet 
will have less stomach and liver disorders with a 
Sweeter breath and more norma) bowel movements, 

Every child over three years of age should have at 
least one meat meal a day, using one-fourth to a 
half pound of lean meat, together with any of the 
coo’ed and raw non-starchy vegetables which he 
likes best, Starches should be left out of this meal. 
Al least one egg daily should also be used, and if the 
child dislikes eggs, in many cases it is wise to substi- 
tute a small amount of meat in place of the egg 
which is usually taken at breakfast. 

In my private practice I have never observed a 
child who could not with benefit use at least one 
meat meal a day and in some cases I have put 
small children on an almost exclusive meat diet for 
a week or two in order to cure them of the anemia 
which existed because of a G‘et too Jow in protein.

Question: J. F. W. writes: “I have been a watch- 
making jeweler for nearly forty years and am still at 
my trade, but have now sv. ehow developed a stiffen- 
ing pain just above the middle of my shoulders, Can 
scarcely lift my head or turn from side to side. I had 
tuberculosis in the second stage whén 16 yearu old, 
but overcame that trouble. I am wondering if that 
left me weak, and if a little hard work causes my 
trouble. Otherwise, I am hearty and hale, and weigh

Answer: You are no doubt straining yourself by 
sitting im one position too long. You may be able to 
overcome your trouble by taking exercises for your 
neck and upper back. This will strengthen the mus- 
cles which would allow you to stand the strain 
your daily work.

Reply 

The general principle holds that 
to have your digestion on your mind 
is bad, It can not go on as &uto- 
matically as breathing and the cir- 
culation.

A NEW FLAG 


Lord Willingdon'’s successor as 
Governor-General will bring with 
him a new flag to fly over Rideau 
Hall at Ottawa, according to a re- 
cent announcement in London. This 
results from the new status of the 
Governor-General. who is now the 
direct representative of the King, 
and not of the British Government, 
according to the principles laid down 
by the Imperial Conference. The 
new flag for the King’s Viceroy in 
Canada will correspond to the Royal 
Standard, Earl Clarendon, the new 
Governor-General of South Africa, 
has already received a new flag. It 
has a blue field with the royal crest 
in gold. 

The new and dist'nctive emblem 
replacing the Union Jack over Ri- 
deau Hall will be the visible sign of 
the change that has taken place—of 
the consummation of the constitu- 
tional evolution of Canada. The 
King is now the King of Canada, 
just in the same way as he is the 
King of Great Brita’n, and the peo- 
ple of Canada have the same rela- 
tion to him as have the people of 
Great Briain, Canada has full 
control of her own affairs both in- 
ternal and external, and the Bri- 
tish Government or Parliament no 
longer has any authority in regard 
to Canadian affairs. The British 
Government has nothing to do with 
the nam'ng of our new Governor- 
General, the announcement of whose 
appointment is datly expected. The 
appointment ts being made entirely 
on the advice of the King’s mints- 
ters in Canada,

School Enrollment 
Much Higher 


Delivering an address in which he 
touched on the state of education in 
the province, with special reference to 
the attendance this year, which is the 
best in the history of Alberta schools, | 
Hon, Perren Baker, minister of educa- | 
tion, appeared before a Jarge meeting | 
of delegates attending the annua) con- | 
vention of the Alberta School Trustees 
Association in the McDougall United | 
Church Wednesday morning Over | 
300 delegates from many points in| 
the province were present at the} 
morning session which was presided | 
over by T. O. King, of Raymond, 
president 

Attendance this year had shattered 
al] records, said the minister, and fig-| 
ures on the number of students taking 
grade examinat.ons nearly all showed 
substan ial inereases over figures for| 
the previous year. Those taking grade | 
eight examinat'ons in the rural schoo!s 
numbered 1948, an increase of 144 
over the former year, while the total, 
number of students writing grade nine 
examinations in the rural districts was | 
930, an increase of 89 over the pre- 
ceeding year. 

ENROLLMENT UP 

High school enrollment was in- 
creasing rapidly in proportion to the 
total enrollment, said Hon. Peryen 
Baker, the proportion of those attend- 
ing high school being 12.66 per cent 
of the tota] number attending schools. 
Seventy-nine new school districts had 
been formed during the past year, said 
the speaker, 

Referring to the demand for tech- 
nical education, Mr. Baker warned | 
his audience that emphasis should be 
laid on the cultural side of education,
